‘There was avery large’ attendance to hear 
the fateful announcement by Mr. Chamberlain which came as a

On that occasion he had nothing novel to say .beenuse he 


was awaiting the decision of the French Government and people 


therefore thought that his statement, which he carefully 
was indicative of some slight weakening. 


Thankful Nation

Thomas works, and In 1892 afler the 
formation of the Carnegie Steel Co., 
General Manoger of the Homestead 
works,

After acting nos clerk in 
a store he became a stake-driver at 
the Edgar Thomas steclworks of 
Carnegid ond in 1B81 was made chief 
engineer and ossistant manager, Six 
years loter he built the Homestcad 
steclworks, of which he became 
superintendent. In..1089 he was 
made gencral superintendent of the E, 
Thomas works, and {n 1802 after the 


: formation of the Carnegie Sica! Co., 


Genernt Manager of the Homestead 
works,. ‘ 


He and J. P. Morgan organised the- 
U.S. Steel Corporation in 1901. 
. Schwab was its president for four, 
but resigned to take up ahip- 
bullding. After ‘a few years he and 
other capltallats 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, which 
owned several firms tn the fron, stecl 
ond shipbuilding industrics. While 
the U.S, were still neutral, . these 
companies carried out orders for the 
Allles totalling between $400,000,000
